We all have our own ideas ut 
what foods we like to take on picnics, 
but here are some picnic ideas which 
certainly will be useful to everyone 
The first idea mentioned is the role 
of aluminum foil—this is not intend- 
ed as a pun. Ths is one way of using 
it—there is nothing like vegetabes 
cooked out doors in a bonfire, but 
there is the odd time when the fire 
gets too hot or smoky and each per- 
son, instead ef being given a nicely 
baked potato or a brown ear of corn, 
receives a charred offering which is 
not palatable. Of course it is taken 
charred or not, because on a picnic, 
no one complains. Now, aluminum foil 
enters into the picture, If the veget- 
abes that are to be roasted are 
wrapped in aluminum foil and placed 
in the bonfire, they will cook just 
beautifully. The foil wil] not burn and 
the vegetabes are protected from 
flames and smoke, as they cook. 

Thinking of flames and smoke have 
you ever tried to toast a weiner on @ 
stick which was too short and you 
kept burning your hand, Every time 
you jerked your hand back, invariably 
the weiner fell off into the fire and 
you had a difficult time trying to 
rescue it. The solution is a popcorn 
popper, the one with the long handle. 
It is the ideal utensi] for roasting 
weiners, If several weiners are put 
in the popper, held over the fire and

‘If milk is bought in square or 
round, quart containers, it is wise to 
save the containers to bring on pic- 
nics, They should be washed thor- 
eughly and stored in a dry place so 
that they will be ready for use at 
any time. A piece of aluminum foil or 
heavy paper can be tied over the top 
to act as a lid.

Population 
Increasing 


OTTAWA. — Canada’s population 
stood at 14,692,000 at March 1 this 
year, an increase of 68,000 over the 
previous three months and a jump of 
376,000 compared with March 1 last 
year, the bureau of statistics report- 
ed. 

The December-March quarter us- 
ually shows a smaller gain than other 
quarters, The 68,000 figure conipares 
with increases of 90,000 from Sept. 1 
to Dec, 1 last year, 104,000 from 
June 1 to*fept. 1, and 114,000 from 
March 1 to June 1, 

The latest estimate indicates a 
gain of 683,000 or 4.9 per cent. in the 
21 months from June 1, 1951, the 
date of the last census which record- 
ed a popualtion of 14,009,000. 


STOCKS OF CREAMERY 
BUTTER IN NINE 
CITIES IN CANADA 


Stocks of creamery butter in nine 
cities of Canada on May 21 totalled 
21,266,000 pounds as compared with 
13,535,000 at the same time a year 
ago. Holdings were as follows by 
cities, totals for the same date last 
year being in brackets—in thousands: 
Quebec, 892 (785) pounds; Montreal, 
8,954 (6,368); Toronto, 5,868 (2,355); 
Winnipeg, 3,184 (1,217); Regina, 658 
(115); Saskatoon, 151 (456); Edmon- 
ton, 554 (328); Calgary, 210 (109); 
Vancouver, 795 (1,802).

— A highway ex- 
pert said the drowsy driver may be a 
greater menace than the drunken

Colored licenses were issued to 265 
motorists, After a first offence a 
driver’s license is taken away and a 
blue one substituted. For another of- 
fence within a year a red one is sub- 
stituted, If the red license is violat- 
ed, the offender's license is usually 
revoked completely for a time,

{Timber Wolf 
Population In 
Sask. Reduced 


PRINCE ALBERT.—The days of 
the wily timber wolf in northern 
Saskatchewan are numbered, 

According to Harold Read, north- 
ern game supervisor here, control 
programs carried out over the past 
two winters have sharply reduced the 
numbers of this ravenous predator, 
which destroys up to 50,000 caribou, 
deer,. elk ‘ and moose, annually in 
Saskatchewan. , 

The past winter's program rang 
the death knell for 229. adult and 
an estimated 650 unborn timber 
wolves, compareg to about 400 adult 
and unborn wolves destroyed last 
year. K 
Mr. Read said best kills this winter 
occurred in a “buffer zone” reaching 
from the 59th parallel in Saskatche- 
wan to the 61st parallel in the North- 
west Territories, an area of roughly 
40,000 square miles. Here, control 
measures were undertaken jointly by 
the provincial game branch and fed- 
eral Department of Resources and 
Development. 

Inside the zone, 51 bait sets de- 
stroyed 159 adult wolves (21 were 
found at one set). Further south, 
78 sets accounted for only 70. Put 
out last February, the baits consist- 
ed of caribou meat impregnated with 
strychnine. They were located on 
isolated lakes to avoid poisoning for- 
est-dwelling fur bearers and were de- 
stroyed prior to the spring ice 
breakup. 

Wolf carcasses were also disposed 
of, except where used as bait. Mr. 
Read reported that at one point, just 
inside the Territories boundary, an 
unusually large pack of wolves had 
cleaned up a bait set, plus a freshly 
killed caribou, and were starting to 
eat their less fortunate-kin, “All we 
could do was saturate these carcasses 
with strychnine in the hopes of get- 
ting more wolves,” he said. 

The past winter’s program pointed 
up some interesting facts: 1. Many 
Saskatchewan timber wolves come 
originally from the Territories, us- 
ually with migrating caribou. 2, Most 
effective bait sets were those along 
caribou routes, 3. A Saskatchewan- 
Territories buffer zone is the best 
way to keep timber wolves out of 
Saskatchewan, 

Mr. Read believed northern wolf 
control would continue «as long as 
the definite need for it exists.” He 
expected control. measures would 
bring about a “sharp increase” in 
northern big game, just as deer 
along Saskatchewan's forest fringe 
region have multiplied as a result of 
1080‘ coyote control,

Sales Of Refined 
Beet, Cane Sugars 


Canadian sales of refined beet and 
cane sugars totalled 96,906,000 pounds 
in April, up from 91,560,000 in the 
same month last year, while cumula- 
tive sales in the first four months of 
the year were slightly lower at 366,- 
037,000 pounds as against 369,011,000 
in the corresponding period -of 1952, 

Production was up in both periods: 
to 72,944,000 from 60,356,000 . pounds 
in the month, and to 252,933,000 from 
238,632,000 in the four months. Total 
April supply was 324,512,000 pounds 
as against 274,068,000 a year earlier, 
while the four-month supply totalled 
595,565,000 pounds as against 554,- 
603,000. Month-end stocks were up 
to 227,554,000 pounds from 182,588,- 
000. 
Meltings and sales of raw cane 
Sugar were higher in April and the 
January-April period, but receipts 
and month-end stocks were lower. 
Sales and meltings rose to 77,559,- 
000 from 64,082,000 pounds in the 
month, and to 263,525,000 from 242,- 
881,006 pounds in the four months. 
Receipts were down to 108,851,000 
from 113,857,000 pounds in April, and 
to 207,377,000 from 215,732,000 
pounds in the four-month period, To- 
tal supply was 173,814,000 pounds in 
April d® against 177,631,000 in the 
same month last year, while the Jan- 
uary-April supply totalled 359,780,- 
000 pounds as against 356,430,000. 
Month-end stocks were down to 96,- 
255,000 pounds from 113,549,000 a 
year earlier.

At the Beach 

The first time you get to a beach 
this summer be sure that the shal- 
low water part is safe, and do not go 
in unless there is an older person 
with you who can help you, and stay 
close to shore in waist-deep water. 

The first thing to do is to get into 
the water and get wet—all over, of 
course. Then get down on your 
hands and knees and practice putting 
your head right under. Then try the 
breathing several times in a row. 
Blow bubbles slowly then turm your 
head and grab a quick breath, turn 
your face back in and blow more 
bubbles. 


The Sleighride 

Face shore in waist-deep water, 
spread your feet, one in front of the 
other, crouch down until your chin 
is in the water. Now, put both arms 
straight out in front of you with the 
palms of your hands flat on the wa- 
ter. What do you know—your arms 
float! Push them down under water 
and soon they will float to the sur- 
face again. Well now that you are 
crouched down and hands out in 
front, hold your breath, put your face 
into the water, lean forward and 
push off the bottom, and you will 
slide through the water toward 
shore. Keep your arms and legs 
straight and your head down, with 
ears under. Look at the picture. You 
should do this Sleighride over and 
over again, 


How to Stand Up 
After a Sleighride you'll want to 
stand up—its easy —just (1) pull 
your knees in to your chest (2) push 
your arms down on the water—like 


in the picture, You should practise 
this in waist-deep water with some- 
one in the water with you. But don't 
try to touch bottom with your hands, 
and don’t lift your head 'till your 
feet are on the bottom. 


Jelly Fish Float 


’ 


This is easy to do. In waist-deep 
water take a deep breath, bend down 
and touch your toes, Hold this posi- 
tion and you will float with your 
back out of water. Swimmers some- 
times get cramps in their legs and 
the experts use the Jelly Fish Float 


LEARN TO SWIM 


position so their hands are free to 
massage the dramped muscles, It is 
also used when swimmers wish to 
get out of their clothing in an emer- 
gency. 


Sand Crawling 

Here is how you can learn a simple 
leg kick. You must learn to use your 
very strong leg muscles before you 
do anything with your arms. So 
here we go Sand Crawling. Do a 
Sleigh Ride, then push yourself along 
by digging your toes into the sand— 
lefp foot then right foot—dig—push, 
dig—push. Soon you won't touch 
the bottom with your toes at all and 
your legs kicking up and down will 
move you forward towards shore. 
Keep that head in the water! Keep 
your arms straight out in front. 


Dog Paddle : 

When you have your leg kick going 
pretty well, you can start to imitate 
a dog. Do a Sleigh Ride, then pull 
your left arm straight down — then 
your right. Keep your hands going 
as though you were digging in the 
sand, Reach well forward with each 
hand. If you can, watch a dog’s 
front paws to get the idea. Don’t go 
too fast, take it easy. Keep trying. 
After you get the arms and legs 
working together pretty well, try 
turning your head to grab a breath. 
Remember to blow the air out under- 
water. If this is too much to do all 
at once, hold your head up, but you 
can expect some mouthfuls because 
your head is heavy and keeps push- 
ing you under. Just remember it 
takes time to learn to do ahything. 

Next week we will tell you how to 
go about fioating and swimming on 
your back. Until then, keep practic- 
ing lesson one and lesson two, What- 
ever you do, don’t go into any water 
unless you have someone with you 
who can help you in case of trouble. 
It’s shallow water for you for a long 
time yet.

Fall Rye—A Good Winier Crop 

: No less than 918,000 acres of Fall 
of Winter rye will be harvested in 
the Prairie Provinces in 1953; a sub- 
stantial increase of 35 per cent. from 
the 675,000 acres harvested in 1952, 
Present prospects are that Western 
Canada will harvest one of the larg- 
est rye crops on record this year. 

Increased Interest. — Why Fall 
rye?- Well, fall rye is the hardicat cf 
all winter cereals and, aa Mr. J. D. 
Andrews, Cerealist, Lethbridge Ex- 
perimental Station has - recently 
pointed outy rye is one of the most 
versatile of cereal crops. It grows 
well on good soils, and cloes relatively | 
better than other grain crops on soils 
of poor fertility, particularly on diy, 
light, sandy soils. Except in the case 
of ergot, rye.is not subject to the 
common diseases that attack other 
grain crops, e 

Date and Rate of Seeding. —- For 
best results, fall rye should bé sown 

. between August 15 and September 
15. Later secdings usually result in 
decreased yiclds. For dry districts, 
the recommended rate of seeding ig 
Arom % to 1 bushel per acre. How- 
ever, a slightly heavier rate should 
be used where more favorable soil 
moisture conditions occur. 

Varieties. — Some varictics of fall 
rye are more suitable than othere 
for certain crop districts. Dakold, 

a variety noted for its winter hardi- 
hess and high yield, is recommended 
_ for use in each of the three prairie 
provinces for 1953. However, a new 
variety of fall rye called Antelope 
has just been released by the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. Antelope 
is considered better than Dakold A 
winter survival, excels it in yield, 
and has a larger and more attractive 
kernel than Dakold. A limited quan- 
tity of seed of Antelope will be 
available for general distribution 
this Fall. Farmers wishing to obtain 
seed of this new fall rye variety
